San Francisco, Oct. 26.—That con- 
ference between Stoneman and Stan- 
ford, about which I wrote you a few 
days ago, is creating the biggist kind of 
commotion here. The other conferen- 
ces which the General had with Duke 
Gwin and W. W. Stow were no doubt 
equally important and likely to be more 
effective in the simple matter of votes. 
But it is, as concerns Stoneman and the 
great railroad magnate, that community 
most excites itself. The talk between 
Stoneman and Boruck doesn't appear to 
The fact is 
that it is only outside of this city that 
anybody pays attention to Boruck. 


Here everybody laughs at the idea of 
depending on anything he says, and the 
boys make more sport of him than the 
little fellows in country towns do of the 
town fools. ‘There is a joke on him 
that is too good to keep. It appears—I 
was never there and don’t know of my 
own observation—that Stanford has the 
figure of a big dog at his doorway, in- 
side, in his mansion up on the corner of 
California and Powell streets, which 
has ‘‘Fidelity’’ in letters at its feet. He 
was asked what dog it was: ‘‘Well,’’ 
says he, ‘‘I first thought of having it 
made to look like Boruck, but it is the 
figure of a dog I could trust and really 
liked, and I made up my mind to have 
it just as you see it.’’

A Reform Schooi—Not a Prison. 
To the Editor: 

A Pennsylvania court recently de- 
cided that the Reform School was a 
school, not a prison. There§$are twenty- 
three of these State Reformatories in 
the United States. Youths from seven 
to sixteen years of age are committed 
to them. The lenvth of sentences are 
until theygattain their majority, unless 
thoroughly reformed before. 

Some people suppose a Reform School 
to be surrounded by stone walls and 
other formidable restraining appurten- 
ances of a penitentiary. Not so. The 
Michigan and other modern Reform 
Schools have simply neat picket fences 
around them and the inmates are made 
to realize that they are ina home, not 
a jail. The commissioners in charge of 
the Reform School of the District of 
Columbia report that the boys are al- 
lowed about the s:me privileges and be- 
have fully as well as buys in ordinary 
schools. The great distinction between 
a Reform School and a Boarding School 
is that the students in the former are 
obliged to earn their way and learn a 
trade while receiving their general edu- 
cation. In fact the modern Reform 
School is the realization of the hopes of 
the idealist. 

Every person who has given this mat- 
ter thought believes that California 


{ needs a Refomatory School and Farm for 


bad children. The criminal reports in 
our daily papers are ever present argu- 
ments in favor of such an institution. 
Small boys are almost always to be 
found in our jails. At one time re- 
cently there were six such inmates in 
the Los Angeles jail. 

If any person has a doubt let him 
talk with Judge Sepulveda, whose 
knowledge of such matters is probably 
unequaled in Southern California. 

What shall we do—sit with folded 
hands and hope that somebody else will 
see that a Reform School a 
lished? No! Each voter should kno 
that his candidate for representative is 
favorably interested in such an. institu- 
tion. The best time to get your candi- 
date interested is before the election.
